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raid near homes 


RESIDENTS have described 
their horror after a brothel 
was discovered in a flat in Ely. 

Officers from the UK Border 
Agency (UKBA) swooped on a 
property in Burgundy Walk, off 
The Vineyards, following tip-offs 
from people living nearby. 

Prostitutes, believed to have been 
Chinese nationals, were inside the flat 
when they raided. 

Deng Ng, a 52-year-old Chinese 
woman, was arrested at the scene and 
has been charged with assisting in the 
management of a brothel. 

The dramatic raid was one of 13 
carried out across the south and east of 
England in what was the UKBA’s 
biggest ever operation against 
suspected sex trafficking. 

Another property in Coleridge, 
Cambridge, was also raided. 

One Ely resident, of Burgundy Walk, 
who did not want to be named, said: “I 
can’t believe something so grim has 
been happening right on our 
doorsteps. 

“I had noticed a lot of people coming 
and going to the flat but I didn’t think 
for one minute it would have been for 
prostitution. I assumed it was drugs- 
related, which is why I reported it.” 

Another resident, of nearby The 
Hoist, said: “A brothel certainly isn’t the 
sort of thing you expect to be going on 
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in Ely. I hope the authorities are doing 
everything they can to bring it to an 
end - we don’t want this near our 
homes.” 

The raids were carried out in 
Cambridgeshire, Hertfordshire, Essex 
Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckingham¬ 
shire, Hampshire, London and Surrey 
and involved more than 150 police and 
border agency officers. 

The raids were the culmination of a 
year-long investigation and a total of 
nine people were arrested and 
charged. Women caught working at 
brothels were taken to a specialist 
assessment centre. 

A UKBA spokesman said the men 
and women involved were mostly from 
south-east Asia and China. 

Sam Bullimore, assistant director of 
UKBA, said: “This is one of the biggest 
operations ever undertaken by the 
UKBA, targeting what we believe is a 
significant organised crime group 
responsible for the supply of sex 
workers around the south east. 

“That investigation continues with 
the evidence that we have seized.” 

Conservative Immigration Minister 
Damian Green said the crackdown 
would continue over the coming 
months.

TEACHER strikes were expected to 
cause three of East Cambridgeshire’s 
four secondary schools to close 
today. 

The City of Ely Community 
College was planning to partially 
close over the strikes and Soham 
Village College and Witchford 
Village College were both planning 
to fully close. 

The King’s School Ely was 
planning to remain open, as was 
King’s funior School and King’s 
Acremont. 

As far as primary schools are 
concerned, the majority, including 


Little Thetford Primary, Millfield 
Primary in Littleport, The Rackham 
in Witchford, and Robert Arkenstall 
in Haddenham, were planning to 
stay open for the day. 

Some, including Ely St Mary’s, The 
Lantern in Ely and Downham 
Feoffees, were planning to close. 

Official figures released by 
education chiefs showed 71 of the 
county’s 250 schools had reported 
their intentions over the strikes. 

But schools were under no 
obligation to tell the county council 
of their proposals. The majority sent 
letters home to parents.

Plastic recycling 
to make return? 


KERBSIDE collections 
of plastic bottles could 
be brought back in a 
bid to improve East 
Cambridgeshire’s poor 
recycling rates. 

lust a year after bosses at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) scrapped 
the collections in a contro¬ 
versial cash-saving move, 
they have hinted that they 
could be re-introduced. 

It comes as the council 
prepares to undertake a 
major review of its waste 
collection and street 
cleansing services - which 
are currently only 
encouraging residents to 
recycle 37.03 per cent of 
their waste. 

The figure, which has 
been low for some years, 
makes East Cambridgeshire 
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the worst place for recycling 
in the region and 178th 
place out of 325 waste 
collection authorities in 
England. 

Now the council says it 
will be reviewing its current 
waste procedures - over the 
next four years. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the council’s 
community and environ¬ 
ment sub-committee, said: 
“While it may seem early to 
begin the process of plan¬ 
ning for a next waste 
collection contract, the four 
years we have will be over 
very quickly. 

“We know we have a 
number of challenges to 
meet from improving our 
recycling rate from just over 


37 per cent to reintroducing 
plastic recycling collection 
by 2015. 

“These are all issues which 
we plan to deliver with our 
new contract.” 

Among the options being 
considered are re-letting a 
commercial waste contrac¬ 
tor, bringing the current 
contract ‘in-house’ or 
joining forces with neigh¬ 
bouring councils and 
providing a shared service. 

Cllr Hobbs: “We have to be 
realistic and understand that 
to meet these challenges will 
require greater demands on 
our budget. 

“It is clear that we have to 
be innovative - developing a 
service which meets the 
needs of our residents such 
as a weekly waste collection 
while meeting European 
regulations about the range 
of material which need to be 


collected for recycling. 

“This is our challenge and 
we are determined that the 
outcome will be the most 
efficient service possible as 
we strive to bring our 
recycling rates into line with 
our neighbouring author¬ 
ities.” 

In the short term, the 
council is looking to find 
efficiency opportunities 
within the existing contract 
withVeolia. 

The authority is also 
hoping that the new state- 
of-the-art household 
recycling centre in 
Witchford, which opens this 
autumn, will help to 
improve the district’s 
recycling rate. 

The progress of the review 
will be monitored by the 
community and environ¬ 
ment sub-committee 
through regular updates. 


Cathedral’s 
feathered duo 
add to flock 



STAFF at Ely Cathedral are cooing over 
two fluffy chicks which have hatched in 
a nest outside their window. 

A pair of collared doves decided to 
build a nest in a redundant rainwater- 
hopper outside Chapter House and 
after 18 days of the adult birds keeping 
them warm, both of heir eggs have now 
hatched. 

Ely’s Dean, Michael Chandler, is 
delighted that the doves have chosen 
the cathedral’s old monastic buildings. 

He said: “This part of the cathedral is 
the site of the medieval infirmary - the 
predecessor of modern hospitals - so it 
seems quite appropriate that we are 
providing a sort of maternity home for 
the doves.” 

The mother dove has charmed staff 
in the finance office by sitting on their 
window ledge and tapping on the glass. 

Until the eggs hatched, they believed 
there to have been just one, so the extra 
chick was a pleasant surprise. 

Dr Chandler added: “Fortunately, the 
nest can’t be seen from the ground and 
seems to be safe from cats and other 
predators.” 
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Accused of 
child assault 

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with 
sexually assaulting a 
child.

No pleas were entered 
and the case was 
formally committed to 
crown court. 

Crowley will appear at 
Cambridge Crown 
Court on July 22. 

He was released on 
conditional bail not to 
contact the victim or 
her family directly or 
indirectly. 

Overturned 
lorry havoc 

AN overturned refuse 
lorry caused lengthy 
tailbacks on the A142 
on Tuesday morning - 
and spilled rubbish into 
the road. 

The HGV overturned at 
the Mepal roundabout 
just before 9.30am. 
Police and emergency 
services were called 
after the refuse lorry 
ended up on its side. 
The driver, a man, was 
uninjured. 

Rubbish had poured out 
of the vehicle and on to 
the road, and police 
helped to clear it before 
the vehicle was 
recovered. The incident 
caused lengthy delays 
for motorists in both 
directions. 

Man thrown 
out of court 

A MAN who was due to 
appear before 
magistrates charged 
with drug offences was 
thrown out of court. 
Robert Mace, 37, 
arrived at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday but was 
escorted out of the 
building after swearing 
at security staff. 

Mace, of Lawn Lane, 
Little Downham, is 
accused of possessing 
0.2g of class A drug 
heroin, 11.9g of class B 
drug amphetamine and 
lOmg of class C drug 
diazepam on April 20 in 
Ely. 

Mace will reappear at 
the city’s courthouse 
on Thursday, July 7.

A spokesman said USA 
Chicken, in Forehill, 
should re-open within 
the next few weeks. 



Palace plan is lodged 


ONE of Ely’s most splendid 
buildings could be extended and 
altered to “create a fitting centre” 
for pupils at the King’s School 
Ely. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the school bought the Old 
Bishop’s Palace, on Palace 
Green, last November for a cool 
£1.5 million. 

Refurbishment work has been 
going on since the New Year to 
breathe new life into the palace, 
which the school hopes to turn 
into a sixth form centre and 
additional boarding space. 

And now bosses at King’s have 
applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to build two 
single-storey extensions to the 
Grade I listed building and to 
make “other alterations”, 
including demolishing a small 


27 sq m building. 

Sue Freestone, head of King’s, 
said: “Progress has been 
frustratingly slow, but we are 
determined to create a fitting 
centre for our sixth form, 
together with key administrative 
functions and additional 
boarding space.” 

The building used to be home 
to specialist care charity Sue 
Ryder Care, which looked after 
people with life-limiting 
illnesses for almost 25 years. 

The building, which is owned 
by the Church Commissioners 
and formerly home to bishops of 
Ely, was built in the 15th century 
by Bishop Alcock, with later 
additions by Bishop Goodrich in 
1550 and Bishop Laney in 1667. 

It was last a home to a bishop 
in 1941.

COUNCIL bosses have 
apologised to residents after 
they forgot to fly the Union Flag 
on Armed Forces Day. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council had the flag flying high 
over its headquarters in Ely’s 
Nutholt Lane on Saturday, and 
there was a standing ovation at 
Wimbledon - but the City of Ely 
Council forgot to fly their Union 
Flag over the Market Place. 

Ex-serviceman Eddie Holden, 
from Little Downham, is furious. 

He said: “What’s the point in 
having a flagpole in the city 
centre if we’re not going to fly a 
flag?” 


Mr Holden, 84, launched a 
campaign last year calling for the 
city council to install a flagpole 
in the city centre. 

After seeking funding and 
planning permission, the 
flagpole was put up on the 
Market Place, close to the war 
memorial, earlier this year, and 
the Union Flag has been flown 
on numerous occasions.

TWO cats have gone 
missing from a cattery 
while their oblivious 
owners are on holiday in 
America. 

Laura Porter and Daniel 
Bowman, from Little Downham, 
return from a two-week holiday in 
Florida tomorrow. 

The young couple put their 
beloved moggies, Badgie and 
Bella, into the care of Silver Birch 
Kennels and Cattery in Littleport. 

But the colourful 4-year-old 
felines, who the couple adopted 
from the Cats Protection League, 
have gone missing. 

At first, it was feared the pets 
had been stolen but police and 
the cattery’s owner, Dean 
Faulkner, say the cats escaped 
after an overnight storm on June 
21 damaged the roof of their pen. 

Angela and Gary Porter, Laura’s 
parents, are now desperately 
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trying to find the cats before their 
daughter and her partner return 
home. 

Mr Porter, from Littleport, said: 
“We’re worried sick. These cats are 
their babies and we just don’t 
know what they’ll do if they find 
out they’ve gone. 

“We’re not happy. The reason 
Laura put them into a cattery was 
because she thought they would 
be safe. Clearly she was wrong. 

“We’ve put posters up 
everywhere and have searched 
high and low for them but there 
are no signs. 

“If someone spots them or 
knows where they are, please, 
please get in touch with us.” 

The cats, which are siblings, are 
both microchipped and spayed. 

Dean Faulkner, owner of the 


cattery in Oak Lane, said: 
“Everyone at Silver Birch feels 
deeply upset by the disappearance 
of Badgie and Bella. 

“We are a very small and 
personal cattery and always look 
after the cats as though they are 
part of our extended family. 

“Unfortunately the recent high 
winds had compromised the 
security of one of the cat pens and 
the two cats saw an opportunity to 
escape. We have now implemented 
additional security.” 

“We would like to say to the 
owners and their parents that we 
are deeply upset and we sincerely 
hope that Badgie and Bella find 
their way home safely as soon as 
possible. In addition to the 
insurance reward, we would like 
to offer a personal reward of £100 
per cat for their safe return.”

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Havoc after woman 
reverses her car 
on to a railway line 

AN elderly woman crashed her car 
backwards through a fence and on to a 
railway line, causing disruption to more 
than 50 trains between Cambridge, Ely and 
Bury St Edmunds. 

The woman, in her late 60s, had parked 
her car close to the Old Station in Higham, 
last Friday Police believe she may have 
tried to pull away to drive off, but put the 
car into reverse by mistake. 

The silver Honda Accord smashed 
through the fence at around 12.40pm, and 
came to a halt on the railway line, where it 
blocked both lines for more than two 
hours. 

The driver was treated for shock, but 
both she and a female passenger were not 
injured. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police said: “She 
was unharmed, thankfully. It probably 
caused a bit of disruption to the running of 
the trains for a short period of time, but 
apart from the trains, it did not cause any 
problems elsewhere. 

“The recovery happened reasonably 
quickly and we removed the vehicle from 
the lines.” 

The complex recovery involved the use 
of a crane to remove the car from the 
tracks, and the many passengers who were 
intending to journey between Cambridge, 
Ely and Bury St Edmunds were unable to 
travel. 

In total, 49 trains were delayed by the 
accident, three were forced to start or 
terminate early, and six were cancelled 
altogether. 

National Express, the railway operator in 
the affected areas, laid on free taxis and 
minibuses for stranded travellers. 

The trains started to run again from 
2.50pm.

All traffic entering Broad Street from the 
side roads will be required to follow the 
diversion via Forehill, Lisle Lane, 
Prickwillow Road, Newnham Street, 
Nutholt Lane, Lynn Road, St Mary’s Street, 
Cambridge Road, A10 Angel Drove and 
Station Road. 

Traffic lights and ‘stop-go’ boards will be 
in operation but drivers are being urged to 
find alternative routes or allow extra time. 

Some resurfacing work will also be 
carried out at the junction of Forehill and 
Broad Street. 

Gateway is repaved 

THE Porta gateway in Ely is to be closed in 
July for essential repaving works. 

The much-used gateway, used by King’s 
School Ely students and by people 
accessing the city’s Cherry Hill Park area, 
will be closed on Monday, July JJ and 
could remain shut for eight weeks. 

The closure will prevent vehicles from 
accessing the precinct of Ely Cathedral 
between 7.30am and 5pm on weekdays, 
although the pedestrian access will remain 
open. 

A spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral said: 
“Refuse collection from residential 
properties on Firmary Lane and Oyster 
Lane will go ahead on Thursdays as usual 
but at the earlier time of 7am sharp.”

A PENSIONER has 
appeared in court charged 
with possessing thousands 
of sick images and movies 
of children. 

Paul Wilkins, 65, of High Street, 
Littleport, faces a total of 16 child 
pornography and animal 
pornography charges. 

Between May 7, 2006 and August 
10, 2010, he is accused of making 
797 indecent photographs of 
children, including 281 at level one 
on the Copine Scale, 64 
photographs and two movies at 
level two, 151 photographs and five 
movies at level three, 258 
photographs and 14 movies at level 


four and 20 photographs and two 
movies at level five. 

The Copine Scale is a rating 
system used to rate the seriousness 
of child pornography, with level five 
being the most serious. 

Between November 11, 2009 and 
August 10, 2010, he is charged with 
making a further 932 indecent 
photographs of children, including 
26 movies at level five, and between 
May 12, 2007 and August 10, 2010, 
he is charged with making 437 
indecent photographs, including a 
further six movies at level five. 

Wilkins faces two further charges 
of making indecent photographs of 
a child which relate to a further 
1,197 images. 

He is also charged with six 


charges of possessing indecent 
photographs of a child and one 
charge of distributing an indecent 
photograph of a child. 

Those two charges relate to a total 
of 6,238 photographs, as well as 
hundreds of movies. 

Wilkins is also charged with four 
charges relating to 40 images and 
movies of animals. 

Wilkins appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday. 
Magistrates declined jurisdiction 
and committed the case to 
Cambridge Crown Court. No pleas 
were entered. 

Wilkins will appear at the city’s 
Crown court on July 25 for a 
preliminary hearing.

Community leaders gathered in 
Aldreth last Friday to open the new 
Haddenham Pumping Station. 

South East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice formally opened the new facility, 
which has been the project of the 
Haddenham Level Drainage 
Commissioners. 

The new station replaces the 
original pump built in 1946-1948. It 
has cost almost £1.5m to build. 

Equipped with three electric pumps, 
it will drain and pump water from 
approximately 7,500 acres of land into 
the Fens, preventing huge areas of 
East Cambridgeshire from flooding. 

The original pumping station’s 
pumps were diesel-driven; however, 


during the 1970s they were replaced 
with electric motors. 

Prior to that, a steam-operated 
paddle wheel built in the 1890s had 
been used. 

The commissioners are also 
responsible for another pumping 
station at Sutton Gault, which pumps 
water directly into the Hundred Foot 
River. It was originally a single diesel 
engine pump but it was replaced with a 
new electric one in 1971. 

Mr Paice said: “The new pumping 
station is incredible. Not only is it 
invaluable in keeping the fens properly 
drained but the project is also 
extremely nature-friendly and is 
already a real haven for wildlife. 

“Everyone involved in this two-year 
project has done a fantastic job.”

Hundreds more 
back petition 

ALMOST 6,500 people have now signed a 
petition opposing plans to introduce 
parking charges in Ely. 

Last week, just over 5,000 furious 
business owners and residents had 
thrown their weight behind the ‘Say No 
To Parking Charges’ campaign, launched 
three weeks ago. 

Now, a further 1,000 have signed up. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
campaign has been spearheaded by irate 
business owners, shopkeepers and 
members of Ely Traders’ Association, who 
are urging East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and Cambridgeshire County 
Council to abandon plans to introduce 
civil parking enforcement in the city. 

They, alongside residents who have 
bombarded the Weekly News with letters, 
insist forcing people to pay to park will 
kill off trade. 

Andrew Olley, manager of the City 
Cycle Centre in Market Street, Ely, and a 
member of the traders’ association, said: 
“The petition is just going from strength 
to strength. The overwhelming message 
here is that people don’t want these 
charges introduced - they recognise that 
it will kill off our city centre. 

“The council needs to listen to what 
their local residents are saying.” 

More than 250 people have also joined 
the campaign on social networking site 
Facebook. 

As well as making motorists pay to park 
in car parks and on streets, the scheme 
could give police and traffic wardens the 
power to enforce restrictions and issue 
tickets and fines. 

But despite the outcry, Cllr Peter 
Moakes, leader of the district council, 
insists the charges need to be introduced 
in the city. 


A PILE of asbestos is still 
lying in a village more than 
six months after it was 
dumped, residents claim. 

Frustrated villagers in Sutton 
Gault, near Ely, are demanding 
that huge pieces of sheeting 
unlawfully discarded by flytippers 
last year be removed. 

They say the harmful material 
was dumped on land near their 
homes in November and that it 
has not been removed yet as East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) and the Environment 
Agency (EA) cannot come to an 
agreement about whose 
responsibility it is. 

However, both authorities 
insist the pile discarded in 
November was cleared and that 
the existing asbestos is a new pile 
which has been dumped more 
recently. 

Resident Ruth Murrell said: 
“We’re sick of the sight of it now.

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“Instead of arguing about 
whose responsibility it is to clear 
it away, why doesn’t whoever is 
responsible just own up and foot 
the bill. 

“It’s not fair for us or all the dog 
walkers who come to Sutton 
Gault to have to put up with it. 

“Obviously it’s the flytipper 
who is responsible but whoever 
owns the land needs to clear it 
away now. We’ve been waiting 
since November.” 

Mrs Murrell says flytipping is 
an ever-increasing problem in the 
village. 

She said: “We get loads of it - 
it’s terrible. The problem is huge 
piles of asbestos just give the 
message that flytipping is okay in 
our village, when it is not. 

“It’s acting as a magnet for 
other rubbish to be dumped.” 


The EA has confirmed it owns 
the land where the asbestos has 
been dumped. 

A spokeswoman said: “We’ve 
been working with the district 
council to identify the landowner 
of the site. 

“As it happens the site appears 
to be right on the boundary 
between council and EA land. 

“It's obviously important that 
the site is cleared and so we’re 
currently arranging for a licensed 
contractor to undertake this work 
for us. 

“We hope this will happen 
soon.” 

A spokesman for ECDC said: 
“Flytipping is a criminal offence 
that we take extremely seriously. 

“It costs organisations across 
the country millions of pounds 
each year to deal with and this is 
money that could be better spent 
for the benefit of the local 
community.” 


Head rings the changes 
with art in a phone box

I’d love to see a 
mosque in city 

Sir, Regarding possible plans for a 
mosque in Ely: I myself fondly 
cherish many vivid childhood 
memories of hearing the Islamic call 
to prayer (the adhan) during my 
father’s postings to Turkey and Saudi 
Arabia while serving the diplomatic 
corps in the 1950s. 

During these daily chants, the 
mosque’s muezzin (much like a 
sexton in Christian circles) used to 
utter a series of prayers while perched 
aloft the minaret that mostly nearly 
faced the direction of Mecca-notably, 
of course: “Allahu Akbar” (Allah is the 
greatest). 

The purpose of the adhan (the 
Islamic call to prayer) was twofold, 
my father stated: it served firstly as a 
reminder of the five daily times of 
prayer and the Friday act of worship 
in the mosque, and secondly it was a 
statement of faith (‘the Shahada’) that 


there is no God but Allah-Muhammad 
being a messenger or prophet of Allah, 
just as Jesus Christ was a prophet of 
Islam as well prior to Muhammad. 

This early appreciation of Islamic 
worship sowed a fertile seed of interest 
within me, and I went on to learn the 
Persian language of Farsi (alongside 
Russian and latterly, Arabic). In more 
popular areas the call to prayer would 
be amplified through loudspeakers 
but given Ely’s more meagre environs, 
it would probably suffice for the 
muezzin to chant the Islamic adhan 
without electrical amplification. 

After the hurly-burly of Ely’s market 
day on Thursday it would be both 
calming and uplifting - for believers 
and non believers alike -to hear the 
call for prayer from a mosque on Ely’s 
Paradise playing fields. 

I am intrigued by an alternative plan 
for an ‘open-air’ mosque, as it were, on 
the Paradise playing fields. This would 
be very munch in keeping with the 
early Islamic places of worship in the 
seventh century.

Hundreds back 
crossing appeal 


A PETITION calling for 
pedestrian crossings on 
one of Ely’s busiest roads 
has now attracted more 
than 400 signatures. 

More people are throwing their 
weight behind a campaign calling 
for the Downham Road area to be 
made safer. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
worried parents, who 
spearheaded the petition in May, 
are calling for highways chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
to install pedestrian crossings in 
Downham Road, which is used by 
about 2,000 pupils each day. 

Anna Rogers, of nearby 
Dunstan Street, started the 
campaign after her 4-year-old 
daughter was hit by a car earlier 
this year. 

Mrs Rogers was walking home 
with daughter Lana when she was 
involved in an accident on a 
crossing close to Harlequin 
nursery and the City of Ely

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Community College. 

Luckily, Lana suffered only cuts 
and bruises, but many other 
parents have since told stories of 
their children having close 
escapes or being clipped by 
vehicles. 

Now, about 450 people have 
thrown their support behind the 
campaign, including Liberal 
Democrat East Cambridgeshire 
district councillor Sue Austen, 
who represents Ely West ward. 

Mrs Rogers said: “The amount 
of support this petition is being 
given shows how badly 
pedestrian crossings are needed. 

“At the moment, despite having 
a secondary school, a primary 
school, a special needs school 
and a children’s nursery, all 
Downham Road has is raised 
platforms for people to cross the 
road. 

“That means cars do not legally 


have to stop and pedestrians - 
the majority of whom are 
children - do not know when they 
can cross. If this continues, 
someone will be killed.” 

But the county council insists 
there are already sufficient speed 
reduction measures in place in 
Downham Road. 

Mark Kemp, the authority’s 
director of highways and access, 
said: “There are already speed 
bumps and warning signs asking 
motorists to take care near the 
school, but we always welcome 
hearing from residents when they 
have concerns so we can discuss 
these with them.” 

Mrs Rogers plans to continue 
collecting signatures and will be 
with the petition on Market Place 
on Saturday, July 23. 

She will be presenting the 
petition to the county council in 
August.

A GROUP of injured Royal 
Marine Commandos will 
put their difficulties 
behind them and row the 
length of the River 
Thames next month. 

And leading the inspirational 
quartet will be an Ely schoolgirl. 

Cathy Rule, 16, has been 
chosen to be the lead cox for the 
Marines as they take on their 
arduous journey. 

The men will row 150 miles - 
navigating 45 locks in total - 
along the Thames with Cathy, a 
pupil at the King’s School Ely, 
leading them all the way. 
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The group includes Marine 
Ben Wade from Blackpool, who 
was blinded in one eye by an 
improvised explosive device 
fragment in Afghanistan; Marine

Dad’s relief as police launch 
national intelligence database 


THE father of murdered Soham 
schoolgirl Holly Wells says a long- 
awaited police database could 
help make the 10-year 
anniversary of his daughter’s 
death next summer ‘so much 
easier to bear’. 

Kevin Wells said the arrival of the 
national database - which allows forces to 
share intelligence - was a “defining 
moment” which could change the face of 
policing. 

The database, which holds details of up 
to 15 million people, was the key 
recommendation of Lord Bichard’s inquiry 
into the Soham 
murders in 2002 and 
is designed to stop 
killers like Ian 
Huntley, right, from I 
slipping through the [ 
net by crossing force 
boundaries. 

In a letter to the I 
National Policing I 
Improvement Agency 
(NPIA), which runs 
the database, Mr 
Wells wrote: “In much 
the same way as we’ve 
privately shared our positive feelings and 
views to you and the team, there does exist 
a desire to shout about this achievement 
and herald its successful arrival to a wider 
audience. 

“It would after all be an appropriate 
reaction from two parents witnessing a 
defining moment to mark the passing of 
their daughter.” 

If it produces results “then the 10-year 
anniversary of losing Holly will be so much 
easier to bear”, he wrote. 

Mr Wells and his wife Nicola 
added that the database will be 
a “superb investigative tool 
which could well change the 
face of policing”. 

Sharon and Les Chapman, 
whose daughter fessica was 
also killed by Huntley, said it 
was important that “something 
constructive and encouraging 
is born out of the loss of our 
precious daughter and her 
friend”. 

In a joint statement, the 
couple said: “We hope its use 
will mean other families don’t 
suffer the same loss and 
heartbreak as we did.” 




But some have criticised the fact that so 
much information is being held on the one 
database.Launching the system, Lord 
Bichard said it was a question of 
“balancing the risk of 
someone hacking into the 
system with the risk of 
another Huntley”. 

He said: “This derived 
from the death of two young 
girls and we should never 
forget the reasons why we 
are doing this and just how 
important it is.” 

After the two 10-year-old 
girls were murdered in 2002, 
police were widely criticised 
when it emerged that 
Huntley had moved from

HOMELESSNESS is set 
to increase in the Ely 
area - and council 
chiefs are planning to 
review their policies to 
cope with it. 

Last year, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council received more than 
1,700 requests from people 
needing help with housing. 

The authority re-housed 
more than 200 families, 
supported 26 families 
threatened by domestic 
violence and delivered 147 
new affordable housing units. 

But the council says 
changes to the local housing 
market over the last three 
years plus the recession and 
new policies introduced by 
the Government will increase 
homelessness in the district. 

Councillors have now 
launched a major review of 
the housing services the 
authority provides in order to 
cope with the increase. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the council’s 
development and transport 
sub-committee, said: “Our 
housing service is a vital 
department of the council. 

“They work very hard to 
help many people and 
families across the district to 
keep roofs over the heads of 
those who are often in a 
desperate situation. 

“The issue we have over the 
next few years is delivering 
these services with an 
increasing pressure on our 
budgets.”

The council says the 
recession hit building 
developments in the district, 
especially large-scale sites, 
which has restricted the 
supply of homes. 

The authority also says the 
demand on rented 
accommodation in 

Cambridge city centre pushes 
people to look outside 
Cambridge, to areas such as 
East Cambridgeshire, to find 
cheaper accommodation, 
again increasing demand. 

Cllr Moakes said: “We face 
an increasing number of 
obstacles due partly to the 
policies of the various 
governments of the last 30 
years and partly with the very 
difficult economic climate 
which still exists. 

“Despite this we have dealt 
with increasing demand well 
and still deliver our target of 
affordable homes by meeting 
the needs of people who are 
potentially homeless in other 
ways. 

“From innovative use of the 
private rented market to 
negotiating with landlords to 
prevent people form being 
evicted - the challenge in our 
review is to maintain these 
standards in a tough financial 
climate.” 

The work will take place 
over the next few months with 
a final improvement plan to 
be considered in February 
next year.

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‘I stole moped to get home’

Flack, of Broad Street, Ely, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court having pleaded 
guilty to charges of theft of a motor vehicle, 
driving while disqualified, driving without 
insurance and driving without a test 
certificate. 

Flack, a former window fitter, also pleaded 
guilty to being in possession of a class B drug, 
after police found a small quantity of cannabis 
when they arrested him. 

Mr Brown said: “Flack was leaving an 
address in Little Downham when officers were 
on patrol. 


“They followed him and he was eventually 
stopped in St Mary’s Street, Ely. 

“Investigations showed he had been 
disqualified from driving and that he had no 
insurance or indeed a test certificate. 

“The moped was registered to a man called 
Aaron Vasey. 

“Flack said he didn’t know what he planned 
to do with the scooter once he had arrived 
home. 

“He told officers it was his intention to use it 
to get home.” 

Nicole Yates, mitigating, said Flack had acted 
“impulsively” and that it was “not a 
sophisticated or planned offence”. 

She added: “He’s a young man who has 


experienced a fair amount of difficulty in 
growing up, with a lack of real stability. 

“He has recently completed a three-year 
mechanic course at Cambridge Regional 
College and is trying hard to get his life back 
on track.” 

Magistrates disqualified Flack from driving 
for a further six months, meaning he will not 
be able to drive again until March 2012. 

He was also made subject to a 12-month 
community order, complete with supervision 
and a requirement to take part in a thinking 
skills programme. 

Flack must also pay £85 court costs. 

The moped has since been returned to its 
owner.

Homes bid for 
listed ex-hotel 


A FORMER hotel is the 
subject of a “speculative” 
bid to turn it into sheltered 
housing accommodation. 

Plans to renovate the listed 
Marquis of Granby building, on 
the corner of Main Street and 
Granby Street in Littleport, have 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

The applicant, Sanctuary 
Housing, which owns the site, 
wants to convert the building into 
three self-contained social 
housing dwellings. 

Although the application has 
been submitted, Sanctuary 
Housing insists it is a 
“speculative” application and 
that it the plans are not set in 
stone. 

A spokesman for the 
organisation said: “This is a 
speculative application to see if

planning permission could be 
granted as it is a listed building. 

“We are looking at all the 
options for our building in 
Granby Street but have no plans 
on the table at this stage.” 

The application comes just two 
months after the Weekly News 
reported that residents in 
Littleport had heard rumours 
that Sanctuary Housing wanted 
to turn the former hotel into 
social housing units. 

Sanctuary Housing confirmed 
at the time that “early 
discussions” had taken place. 

At the time, former council 
leader Fred Brown, who lives in 
Littleport, welcomed any 
proposals. 

He said: “It’s such a beautiful, 


big building in a prime location 
so it would be good to see it put 
to better use. 

“It needs a bit of work but 
leaving it to stand there empty is 
such a waste. 

“I would certainly welcome 
Sanctuary’s plans to turn it into 
sheltered accommodation if that 
is what they want to do, and I am 
sure the majority of Littleport 
would too.” 

The old hotel used to run its 
own carriage service to and from 
the train station. It closed in J965. 

It had been used as a shelter for 
the homeless which closed about 
two years ago as there not 
enough people were using it. 

Since then, Sanctuary has 
occasionally used its rooms to 
house families, but it now stands 
empty.

Maria Keeling 
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Fire warning to 
hotel residents 


RESIDENTS and staff at a youth hostel in 
Ely have been given fire safety advice 
following a blaze. 

Firefighters visited the Ely Young 
People’s Project in Wheatsheaf Close and 
talked to users about the importance of 
fire safety. 

They have also provided ashtrays in a 
bid to prevent the hostel from going up in 
smoke again. 

Brett Mills, watch manager at Ely Fire 
Station said: “After the fire, our fire 
protection team carried out an audit 
which found that all the fire safety 
procedures were in place. 

“However, we realised we could make a 
big difference to fire safety simply by 
providing the young people here with a 
safe place to dispose of their smoking 
materials. When we distributed the 
ashtrays we also gave out some more 
general fire safety advice to the people 
living at the hostel. 

“The hostel provides support for young 
people who are homeless, so fire safety 
may not be at the top of their priorities. 
Hopefully we have showed them how easy 
it is to reduce the risk of fire.” 

The visit followed a fire in one of the 
hostel’s rooms last month. Fire crews were 
called to the hostel just before 3pm after a 
cigarette which had been carelessly 
discarded set fire to bedding. 

Mr Mills said: “Fires caused by 
cigarettes can often be more dangerous 
because the fire starts close to the person 
who was smoking after they have fallen 
asleep. 

“Even when you think a cigarette is out 
it is still hot enough to set fire to 
flammable materials, such as bedding or 
the contents of a bin.”

A NY dream will do, as the song 
goes; but for Keith Jack, baby¬ 
faced runner-up of that particular 
BBC talent show, there was only one - to 
get his hands on that coat of many 
colours. 

Until recently, the dream looked distant. Told he 
looked too young to play the lead, the 19-year-old 
lost out by a hair’s breadth to Lee Mead in the 
nation’s search for the next Joseph in 2007. 

Now 23, the former checkout boy from Dalkeith, 
Midlothian, has finally made it - and feels he’s 
bringing some of his own journey to the role. 

“It’s a bit of a relief really,” says Keith. “It’s been 
four years since Any Dream Will Do and I didn’t 
think I’d ever get the chance to do it, so to finally 
be here is fantastic. 

“ Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat is such a well-loved show, people know 
it from when they were children, and it’s got all 
those classic songs. It’s a great show to be part of- 
it sends you away with a smile on your face.” 

Keith has been stepping out in the role of Joseph 
since the tour reprised this time last year, having 
played the narrator to Craig Chalmers’ Joseph on 
the previous tour. 

“That was great,” he says, “but I feel that Joseph 
is a better character for me. He moves on from 


being a little boy to becoming the Prince of Egypt, 
and I was just a boy when I did the programme - 
but now I feel a lot more mature so I can tell what 
he would be feeling. I think you bring a bit of 
yourself to the character, so hopefully I’ll bring a 
bit of what I’ve been through to the role.” 

Keith proved a popular contestant on the BBC1 
show; his vocals were considered the strongest by 
many, and supporters have since posted YouTube 
videos of alternate endings where Keith took the 
title. In fact, the newly buffed-up star (he’s been 
hitting the gym every day since clinching the deal) 
is learning to cope with a more than modest 
amount of fan mail. “I get letters all the time,” he 
said, “I’ve even had underwear sent, too.” 

For Keith and most of the other fresh-faced stars 
in the making, Any Dream Will Do was their first 
taste of fame, taking them out of their everyday 
lives and into the limelight where they performed 
live each week to five million viewers. 

“I can’t even describe it,” he says. “People 
disappeared every week, so it seemed to go really 
quickly; yet it went really slowly when you were 
waiting to find out if you’d been voted out. At my 
first audition in Glasgow I remember being really, 


really nervous. I didn’t even think I’d get through 
the first round, let alone to the final.” 

Despite coming in second, Keith has some 
fantastic memories. “Working with people like 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and John Barrowman 
was incredible,” he says. “I’ve learned a lot 
about myself as a performer and as a person. I 
got on really well with them all -1 still text 
John a lot and I’m working for Bill 
Kenwright. 

“I think the programme and the 
Dorothy show and Maria one since has 
been great for musical theatre. 

“It’s brought in a whole new 
audience of people who maybe 
wouldn’t go and see a show 
before.” 

Along with his own theatrical 
pursuits, since Any Dream Will Do 
Keith has established a drama school in 
Edinburgh to encourage other young 
performers. 

“We’ve got about 100 youngsters and it’s nice 
because it’s teaching them about how to progress 
with this everchanging industry, so we teach them 
new techniques all the time, and about being able 
to command a stage. 

“I teach when I can. I’ll be there in the summer 
when we have a week off from Joseph, so that’ll be 
nice. I really enjoy it.” 

So, now he’s achieved his dream of playing 
Joseph, are there any other roles he’s got his eye on 
for the future? “I’d love to do Marius in Les Mis 
and Raul in Phantom of the Opera ... and I’d love 
Andrew Lloyd Webber to bring back The Starlight 
Express so I could do Rusty.”

AFTER months if not years of 
meticulous planning, and 
agonising decisions about the 
tiniest details, it’s ironic that 
abiding memories of a wedding 
can often be completely out of 
the control of the bride and 
groom.

Kristen Wiig and Annie Mumolo’s 
script is an embarrassment of 
hysterical riches, anchored by 
winning performances from a 
talented ensemble cast. 

Annie (Wiig) used to own her own 
bakery but she has fallen on hard 
times and now works as a 
jewellery saleswoman. 

She assuages the pain with 
occasional no-strings-attached 
sex with handsome oaf Ted (Jon 
Hamm), who clearly has no 
intention of settling down. 

Best friend Lillian (Maya Rudolph) 
reveals she is getting married and 
asks a clearly delighted Annie to 
be maid of honour. 

Without two dimes to rub 


together, organising a bridal 
shower to remember will be tricky 
for Annie, especially as one of the 
bridesmaids is socialite wife 
Helen (Rose Byrne).

S O many of us turn 

detective at this time of 
year, trying to identify 
pests feasting on our flowers or 
decimating our crops. 

But even the experts can get it 
wrong. Only last week at BBC 
Gardeners’ World Live in Birmingham, 
the panellists from BBC Radio 4’s 
Gardeners ’ Question Time told one 
gardener that gypsy moth was likely to 
be the culprit behind the webbing 
which appeared on, and caterpillars 
which defoliated, his cotoneaster. 

However, further investigation 
revealed it wasn’t likely to be the 
source of the problem, as these insects 
are so rare in this country. 

RHS entomologist Andrew Salisbury 
reckons it’s much more likely to be the 
hawthorn webber moth, which is more 
common in Britain. 

The affected parts of the plant are 
covered in silk webbing produced by 
the caterpillars so, at first sight, it 
could be mistaken for the work of 
spiders. The only control is to inspect 
plants for signs of webbing and 
damage in late spring and late summer. 
If the infestation is confined to a few 
shoots, prune them out. Otherwise, you 
may need to use an insecticide, such as 
pyrethrum. 

Thankfully, many pest problems are 
easier to identify. Whitefly, for 
instance, are a familiar sight on 
ornamental plants and vegetables. 

These white-winged insects suck sap 
from underneath leaves and the foliage

becomes coated with a black sooty 
mould. 

Hanging sticky traps among plants 
and using organic sprays based on 
vegetable oils or fatty acids can 
minimise the problem. 

Matthew Biggs, a panellist on 
Gardeners’ Question Time, suggests: 
“One novel method of removal is to 
knock the leaves and suck up the 
whitefly with a vacuum cleaner as they 
fly up into the air.” 

Another common problem is scale 
insects, the sap-suckers found on the 
leaves and stems of a range of plants, 
which hide under protective shells 
which vary in shape and colour. 

Again, plants are weakened and 
‘honeydew’ secretions on leaves 
become affected by a black sooty 
mould, particularly in damp weather. 

To control scale insects on fruit trees 
and roses, treat them with an 
environmentally friendly winter wash 
in early winter. Ornamental plants can 
be sprayed with organic sprays. 

Vine weevil is another scourge of 
gardeners, eating the roots of plants so 
that by the time the plants start to wilt,

there’s no going back. 

Adults are about 10mm (l/2in) long, 
black with pale orange spots. They hide 
in the dark during the day but move 
slowly on leaves at night, eating 
notches in leaf margins. The plump 
white larvae mainly feed on the roots 
of containerised plants which simply 
wilt and die. 

In spring and summer, take a torch 
in the garden to check plants, pick off 
adult weevils and crush them. 
Encourage natural enemies. Vine 
weevils and their grubs are eaten by a 
variety of predators such as birds, 
frogs, toads, shrews, hedgehogs and 
predatory ground beetles. 


A biological control of the larvae is 
available as a microscopic pathogenic 
nematode (Steinernema kraussei), 
which can be bought from suppliers of 
biological controls. 

Apply it in August or early 
September when the soil temperature is 
warm enough for the nematode to be 
effective and before the vine weevil 
grubs have grown large enough to 
cause serious damage. If you’re 
struggling to identify the pests 
attacking your plants, cut off a piece of 
plant with the offending bug, pop it in 
a sealed container and take it to your 
garden centre where staff can help.

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
